AFTER TAX DODGERS 

**The truth of the matter it the So- 
cialisu have zealoaslv sought to re¬ 
duce taxation for the small home 
owner by compelling the wealthy tax 
dodger to nay his equitable share of 
the t.Txes, out in this effort we have 
met with defeat. Last year the state 
authorities levied a state tax upon 
more than $21,000,000 of persona! 
property in the city of Milwaukee, 
but Tax Commissioner Schutz could 
only find about $6,0(X1.000 of such 
property in the city. The taxpayers 
of Nlilwaukee whose life earnings are 
in the homes, and those who were 
honest enough to list all of their for¬ 
eign bonds and mortgages, were thus 
compelled to pay the taxes upon the 
difference between the $6,000,000 as¬ 
sessed and the ^1,000,000 levied by 
(he state authorities. 

"One can hardly believe such a con¬ 
dition to be possible. The Common 
Council of Milwaukee unanimously, 
with the exception of one vote, en¬ 
tered into a contract with a firm of 
tax ferrets to furnish the cit; legal 
evidence of claims which the city has 
and w'hich are not yet outlawed, 
against certain property owners of 
the city. But suddenly we were en¬ 
joined. the court informed us that the 
city had no authority to enter into 
such a contract with the tax ferret 
people and the injunction was made 
perpetual. 

"The tax commissioner’s report, 
just published, show.s that there is a 
total of $540,500,(XK) of property in the 
city that pays no taxes. A part of this 
is government property, some of it is 
church property, but millions of it is 
the propertyot large senice corpora¬ 
tions. In 200 cases submitted to us 
It was shown that gross taxable prop¬ 
erty was omitted annually amounting 
to $12,000,000 a year. And that docs 
not constitute a good start. 

TAX RATE IS LOW 

**6ut the courts said 'no‘ when we 
wanted to act, and yet we are charged 
with raising the poor man’s taxes. 
Yet despite the fact there is so much 
tax dodging, the rate of taxation is 
lower in Milwaukee than any other 
city of its size in America This is 
proved by the figures of the United 
States census reports of lOOfi, which 
are quoted in the "Digest of Taxa¬ 
tion." 'repared in 1909, which was 
prinied previous to the Socialists tak¬ 
ing hold of city affairs—so we cannot 
be charged with haWng prepared the 
figures. The former city cWrk, Eo- 
win Hinkel, In presenting this report, 
r#f^rr^d tn th* 4»Ft follnwc 


referred to the fact aa follows: 'Mil- 
wqt.tk^e thf lAwe«t rat#* of taxa¬ 

tion among American cities of its 
ciasi, as will be learned from the 
fortbeotning ..Encyclopedia Brittanies, 


the statement hiving been submitte 
to this office for correction.’ The 
budget under which the present taxes 
are levied was prepared by Mayor 
Rose's administration and the assess¬ 
ment was made a year before we 
came Into office by a department over 
which w« had not the slightest con- 
troL** 

So much for the So^allst side of 
the taxation controversy. Mr. Schutz. 
the tax commissioner, pleasantly of¬ 
fered to present his side of the cate. 

As to the charge that I have been 
playinff politics in this office with the 
hope ol injuring the SocisHsts, that I 
absolutely deny.** said Mr. Schutz. 
"and at proof tnat 1 hsve conducted 
the affairs of this office in a ipirit of 
fairness and common Justice, 1 sub¬ 
mit the published commendation of 
my work by Victor Berger, the lead¬ 
ing Socialist of the city. 

Here Mr. Schutz offered a newt- 
•aper clipping from the Milwaukee 
Lvening Journal, in which Mr. Berger 
had praised Mr. Schutz for the fair- 
nets of the sppraisal just finished. 

FOUGHT FERRET SCHEME 
*I do not deny that 1 fought the 
tax ferret scheme/’ continued Mr. 
Schuta, "but I did it because experi¬ 
ence has proved time and again that 
tt does not produce substanttll results 
in the way of discovering increased 
taxable property, but does produce 
dishonesty. The attempt to enforce 
the taxation of intangible property has 
been tried again and again, only to 
result in failure. Again I bold that 
the taxation of credits (concealed 
bonds, stocks, etc.) in almost every 
instance, means double taxation, he 
cause the thing which is the security 
for the credit is already subject to 
taxation; the stock certificate is mere¬ 
ly the eridence of the ownership of 
property rights; to tax then, simply a 
transfer of credit, as is represented 
hy the transfer of a stock certificate, 
is plainly an additional tax upon the 
owner of the property. To tax such 
credits will mean that the depositor 
will withdraw his money from the 
bank, which would cause a stringency 
in the money market, and in turn 
compel the banker to call in loans 
made to merchants and manufactur¬ 
ers; they, being deprived of their 
working capital, will have to limit 
their activiues. which in turn would 
work to the injury of labor. 

"That the case is not overstated is 
&how*n by the fact that executors and 
.admintstratorf of estates that have 
money on deposit in banks disclosed 
by the records of the Probate Court 
and consequently taxed, alw'ays with¬ 
draw such money at the first oppor 
tunity and invest it in non-taxablc 
securities. Therefore why continue a 

r olicy of taxation that it a menace to 
usiness? 

"Mr. Whitnalt forgets one point 
however, when he intimates that I am 
the czar at to taxation in Mihraukee 
-^and that is that the City Council 
fixes the ratM All I do i^to appraise 
the property and get the money into 
the treasury. The Socialists will have 
the spending of it.

that as long as the principal means of 
production'are owned bj a few peo¬ 
ple, that the many mnat continue to 
live In a stste of servitude—ail the 
“good legislation” notwithstanding 
New Zealand Social-Democrat.

The Socialists hare often been 
called dreamers. It isn't because they 
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order to promote, pomi. But the organized s^powners arc asleep. 


Instead of seventeen different itylss 
of payroUs being used by the various 
city departments, tnc uniform style 
of payroll will be used. The new 
plan will result in savings on the 
printing bills of the city and wUl also 
promote uniformity for reference pur¬ 
poses. 

Formerly each city department de¬ 
vised itt own psyroll.. Into the of¬ 
fices of the city comptroller and city 
treaenrer each month came seventeen 
different forms of statements of 
wages and salaries for the previous 
month. The form of most of them 
Was such that they could not be filed 
and bound flat in a book for conve¬ 
nient reference. It was necessary to 
fold them. 

During one or two months the sav¬ 
ing in time on this plan Is not very 
considerable, but when it Is unJer- 
stood that these records are searched 
and scanned for various purposes hun¬ 
dreds of times by clerks who mutt 
copy and file and verify, it Is seen 
that uniformity of payrolls meant a 
step toward city efficiency, 

Where formerly thc^payrolls were 
made out ia duplicate there are now 
uiree copies inade. One U kept by

FUNDS INCREASING. 

**The assessed valuation of all pr^- 
erty In the dty last >ear was $247,000,- 
000. This year it will be $255,000,000. 
the additional lAOOO.OOO representing 
oaturai increase in property values. 

Tt is estimated that the Sochtitts from 
all sources will ht.ve $800,000 addi¬ 
tional funds over the income of the 
last administration.'* 

"Then, as a matter of fact, there 
has been no increase in the rate of 
taxation as yet by the Socialists?" 

"No, the City Council has not yet 
taken action." 

Here again the Socialists would 
seem to have won an honest acquit¬ 
tal from the "increased taxes" charge 
that is angrily and repcsitedly made on 
the streets and in the public places of 
this city. If any of the home owners 
have felt the pinch of an increased 
appraisal, it is clear that the Socialists 
have in no wise been responsible, 
though undoubtedly they are getting 
the credit for it. Now for the so- 
called "reckless" bond issues. 

The Socialist administration has 
made but two carefully considered 
bond issue proposals." said Treasurer 
WhitnalL, *^The first was for a ^1.- 
000,000 interurban terminal station 
such as you have in Indianapolis. The 
second was for an issue of $1,100,000 
worth of bonds for the extension of 
the Milwaukee park system. The ter¬ 
minal station oroposat was first ad¬ 
vanced under the preceding Rose ad- 
ministration, and enabling legislation 
was obtained by the Rose crowd from 
the Legislature. When the Socialists 
came into power they simply ^cked 
up the scheme where it had been 
dropped by the precedins administra¬ 
tion and sought to go ahead with it. 
though in a slightly different way. 
We proposed to put up a termiatal in- 
tenirban station to be controlled by 
the city, and any electric road using 
it to pay a proper rental into the city 
treasury for the purpose of meeting 
the interest on the bonds. 

PLANNED TO SAVE CITY. 

We proposed to sell about S900J)00 
worth rt* (he bonds, giving us $100,000 
for operating expenses, until the 
building should become self-sustain¬ 
ing. We did not propose to place the 
city's credit behind the bonds, but the 
property itself—to that if there thonld 
be a failure from any cante, the loss 
could not fall on the city. But we 
annonnerd at the very bcqtnninc that 
we would make no -truat’ contract 
with any road or roads already en¬ 
tering the city that would prerent 
proipectire roads from coming in on 
an equitable bssit. Several other 
roads have been contemplated, hut 
the plant have fallen through beranse 
of difficulty in getting into the city 
owing to the opposition of the estab¬ 
lished traction intereata. Aa toon aa 
it was seen that we proposed to ‘tote- 
fair with all parties concerned at pres¬ 
ent or in the future; that no one was 
to make any money out of the station 
except tht city, then there was an 
immediate iota of interest on the port 
of powerful iafinescea. While under 
the Rote adminittration, the terminal 
station scheme sna j^ocUimed u 
‘grand,’ ‘splendid,’ 'badly needed,' 
there suddenly came a strange chann 
of sentiment and the plan as wt de¬ 
sired to carter it out was denounced 
as ‘absurd,’ ‘impractical,’ ‘not needed,’ 
‘recklctt,’ ’fantastical,’ ’socialittic noo- 
acoae.’ 

“Every English daily paper in the 
city joined in the hue and cry. We 
thought we bad the power to go ahead 
with the acheme uadcr the leglalathrc 
enabling act, but we had run into to 
many injunctlont and legal obttaclct 
of one kind or another, that ws da- 
termined to put the matter to a vote 
of the people at the school election 
that took place last week. The pro¬ 
posed bona issue araa voted down sod 
Milwaukee will have no terminal sta¬ 
tion. 

The proposal So iaaae $1,100,000 
park bonds for the extensioo of Mtl- 
wankee’a park v*tsni was largely 
suggeated by the report of the Melit>- 
poTitan Park Commusion, a civic body 
appointed by Mnror Rose and which 
made an exhaustive report January 1, 
1909, to Mayo, Rote, four months be¬ 
fore the Sociaiitta came into power. 
Tbit commitaion sraa a non-partisan 
body composed of pnbUc-apirtted citi¬ 
zens. who made a count^-sride in¬ 
vestigation of the public park ques¬ 
tion with view of appHeation oi the 
knowledge gained to the needs of MO- 
wankee. 

MADS MANY SUOOSrnONt. 

“Thk'' 'oramiaaion suggested the 
building of a number of parkways 
through the city, nseeting at varioui 
‘civic centera’ so-called, sriiere a num¬ 
ber of amall but convenient public 
bnildingi were to he erected, tueb at 
a lavatory, amall auditonnm for 
neighborho^ needs, public lihrary 
station and shedt for tide-trackage 
for the electric roads, to that much 
of the heavy hauling now done by 
teams in the daytime could be han¬ 
dled by the electric lines after mid¬ 
night, thus effecting a saving of the 
downtown atreeta. 

“Milsraukce baa three rivera enter¬ 
ing it—the Milwaukee, Menominee 
and Kinnickinnic. The report alto 
recommended that the city get pot- 
sesaion of aa much of the 'aborc line’ 
propefty at possible, for it is iuenm- 
bent to overhaul Mllwankee’t sewage, 
sy.tem, and it it necetttry to follow | 
the natural dip of the streama to give 
efficiency to the sewage ayatem. It 
was alto desired to make conaidcrabic 
purchases of land abutting the Mil- 
wankec river to give the perk ayatem 
continuity in girdling the city, and so 
the present administration entered 
into tentative contracts for land pur- 
chaaea tfxt would entail an expense 
of abou- fl.lOOJXIO on the city. -The 
land ao ight to be teenred it iteadily 
becomieg more valuable and it ia de¬ 
sired >0 get possession oi it before 
the price bccomea prohibitire 

“Now this was ail very good and 
much in line with aupgettinns made 
under the former adminiatrationa, but 
in the case of the Socialists there was 
a fly in the ointment. The old scheme 
in buying park lands which always 
met with the enthusiastic approval of 
reai estate sperulatorS was for the 
city to buy a uttle dab here and there, 
do the improving and permit the ad¬ 
joining land to be held by the tptc- 
ulatora. Thus the price wonld ad¬ 
vance after the city had spent a mint 
of money and the apeculators would 
make large profits. 

PLAN BRINGS FROWN& 

“The Socialists proposed to bay si! 
the land that could be held spccula- 


poscs—itorcf and manufacturing. Thu 
profits from the sale of this land were 
to go to the city to aid in paying for 
(he whole purchase. W'hen this 
scheme was made public some influ¬ 
ential people began to frowu darkly, 
and pretty soon we began to hear that

The Stone Cutters’ Strike 


ivery man of the Journeymen 
Su ne Cutlers’ Association of Korth 
America Is on itrike since April 
U'>i against the Milwaukee Branch of 
t*ie Cut Stone Conlraetors. The men 
walked out after a committee, who 
wj*, appointed by the union to confer 
with the contractors, had been sura- 
nuriiy discharged. AU that the union 
demands ia a recognition of their or* 
gaaization by the botaes. 

It may be well for the public to 
know* that the National .Azsociatioo 
of* Cut Stone Contractor* ha* been 
active for years in organizing a scab 
society to unde the work of the 
legitimate miionx in that craft. Four 
years ago the Milwaukee ^sses im¬ 
ported men from the rank's of this 
»cab or^imtzation. known as the Na¬ 
tional Stone Cutters’ Society, lo take 
the place* of tbe union men locked 
out at tbe lime. The union men were 
eventual^ forced lo join ihi* pseudo 


union in order to be allowed to work. 
However, the men only joined this *o- 
siety to smash it- The bosses now 
want thiv »cab organization reorgan¬ 
ized and persist in the men joining 
it. One W'm. A. Guthrie, who has hia 
headquarters in New York city and 
draws a salary of $io,ooo per year 
from the treasury of the organized 
bosses has come to Milw*aukee with 
a force of scabs to take the ^lace of 
the union men out on strike.
